FOURTH PARLIAMENT, 



FOiri&TKI SESSION. 

Wednesday, March 1886. 
Speaker took the ch«ir at 2 p. m. 
Prayera by Archdeacon Scriven. 

PETITIONS. 

Mr. MoTavish presented a petition from 
G. W. Anderson and othera relative to 
the proposed Saanich railway. . 

Mr. Orr introduced a bill to amend the 
Suruaa Dyking Act, 1878, and An Act to 
repeal the Sumaa Dyking Act, 1883. 
Read a first time. 

MOTION. 

Mr. MoTavish moved That this house de- 
sires to impress upon the government the de- 
sirability of immediately establishing a 
school for practical instruction in agricultural 
and other kindred pursuits, being convinced 
that sueb an establishment would ultimately 
yield great benefit to tho country. 

The mover considered this was a 
basis of education that was worthy 
of bains subsidized by the govern- 
ment. The effects of school education 
solely wore apparent every day, young 
men who having left school finding them- 
selves too often only fit for the desk or 
counter. Practical instruction in agricul- 
ture ho deemed to be highly desirable in 
thin country as furnishing a class of intel- 
ligent farmers to intelligently cultivate 
the soil, and which instruction he thought 
could be produced by this proposed sys- 
tem. He would urge that the govern- 
ment make a start in this direction by 
setting apart certain portions of land in 
the province for thi« purpose. Seconded 
by Mr. Helgeaen. 

Hon. Mr. Sraithe objected to the word 
"immediately" in the motion. Ho realized 
how desirable it was to have a model farm 
established for this purpose, but there 
were other matters just as important as 
this, and the government must be allowed 
to exorcise discrimination in determining 
when measures of this nature could be 
undertaken. 

The motion with the word "immediate- 
ly" ezpunged was th'on passed. 

MAINLAND RAILWAY BELT. 

Mr. Orr moved that an humble address 
be presented to his honor the lieutonant- 
governor praying that ho will take 
immediate steps to induco the Dominion 
government to define the limits of the 
lands granted to them under the 11th 
clause of the terms of union for railwuy 
purposes. 

Seconded by Mr. Helgesen. 

Hon. Mr. Duvio said that one view of 
tlits question had been introduced in a mo- 
tion recently brought before tho house by 
the provincial secretary, aud which at his 
(the speaker's) instance been adjourned. It 
seemed that the leader of the opposition 
took the argument that the governmont of 
thiB province had given to tho Dominion 
government twice as much land within the 
railway belt as they had been obliged to 
give, aud it had also been pointed out by 
other honorablo members that if that were 
correct it was very inopportune to pass any 
resolution recognizing tho railway lands be- 
longing to tho Dominion as consisting of 
the entire belt of 10 miles width. It seemed 
to him that either a great mistake had been 
committed by the government or the house, 
or olae the honorablo gentleman (the 
leader of the opposition) was very much 
mistaken himself. He recollected the leader 
of tho opposition stating that when the 
second .nettlement bill wa?i under discussion 
bo had pointed out thnt tho change in lan- 
guage in reference to tho railway bolt was 
such sb to convoy the wholo of it to the 
Dominion whou only half was so intended 
to be given. Ho (Mr, Davie) was not then 
nor wbh he now prepared to contradict his 
having originally raised auoh au objection, 
and ho thought as regarded tho positions tak- 
en on questions generally thoy were host to 
be judged by tho records of the debates than 
by momory alone, for no matter how excel- 
lent such memory might be, after a short 
leugth of timo it was liable to become very 
faulty indeed. If the honorable gentleman 
had pointed out to tbo government what he 
said ho had, surely such a innttor could not 
have foiled to have elioited some comment 
or some reply from tho. government? He 
would ask him (Mr. Beavou) whether he 
allowed that the remarks ho asserted to have 
mode had passed unchallenged, and if not 
what was said in reply? 

Mr. Beaven remembered making the 
objection, and if ho recollected aright the 
chief commissioner- had aaid the change 
Won of no importance, while he was of 



opinion tho attorney-general had made 
no reply. 

Hon. Mr. Davie answered that if that 
was the only reply ho had got to a charge 
of that kind he ought to have tuken every 
opportunity to call the attention of every 
member of that house to tho very serious 
action thoy were taking, to tho fact that 
thero was. no reason to give away twico 
tno necessary quantity of land. He could 
not understand if the loader of the op- 
position had said so aud considered the 
matter so important that ho should havo 
allowed the matter to go, and ho (Mr. 
Davie) could not help thinking that the 
honorable gentleman was certainly labor- 
ing under a mistake when thinking he had 
raised tho objection, for if ho had pointed 
out the matter at the timo it would cer- 
tainly havo received some such answer as 
the one ho now proposed to give. If the 
province had been entrapped, in this mat- 
ter it was not tho function of the houiio 
to pass any such resolution sheeting home 
and acknowledging us a right the ap- 
propriation by the Dominion of tbe whole 
of the railway bolt on the mainland. It 
was necessary to go back shortly into 
tho history of the matter to ascertain what 
the facts of tho railway were. They knew 
that upon three separate occasions 
the Dominion parliament had undertaken 
tho construction of the railway, tho first 
time in 187-, and the basis then was that 
the Dominion government proposed to 
carry it. out in return for a money grant 
and a land grant. He then referred to 
the Canadian statutes for.187'2, page 20:5, 
'ircl section of the act of 1872, showing 
that thore were to be alternate sections 
granted to the Dominion for construction 
and tho alternate blocks were also to ho 
given to defray tho money grant. In 1874 
thore was also an act which fell through, 
and another one, in 1881. had been com- 
pleted, In 1881 a contract was passed by 
the Dominion governmont in which $25,- 
000,000 and 25 million acres of land wore 
appropriated to the company, tho land 
representing, it was true, only alternate 
sections, but the §25,000,000 had to be 
raised of course in the way in which it 
had been originally proposed— out of the 
lands still roserved by tho Dominion gov- 
ernment. In Manitoba and tho North- 
west territories the land for 20 miles on 
either Bide of the line had been appropri- 
ated by tho Dominion government. The 
Dominion government passed an ordor in 
council on December, 1878, appropriating 
forC. P. railway purposes the whole of the 
land in Manitoba and tho Northwest terri- 
tory to a depth of 20 miles on each 
side of the line. (1>. C Soss. Papers, 
1880, page 277.) This was clear and 
business like, and in pursuance of this 
courao the provincial government >;i 1879 
and 1880 actually passed an act using the 
very terms of union, and did convey a 
similar extent of public lauds in British 
Columbia — using precisely the lunguage 
of the terms of union and precisely the 
language of this minute of council. If 
in passing the act of 1880, and aftor tho 
Dominion government hud appropriated 
tho 40-mile belt throughout the north- 
west territories, tho honorablo gentleman 
(Mr. Heaven) could have thought that tho 
province was not obliged to convey that 
amount of land Burely it would bo ex- 
pected that some correspondence would 
have been found in this regard [ But. so 
far from this it was found that they were 
bound to convey a similar o.xtont of land 
owing tc and in accordance with the tonus 
of union. In page 296 would be found 
an application on behalf of tho Dominion 
government asking not only for tho grant 
of land but also for an arrangement by 
which an additional quantity of land 
could be made up outside in return for 
portions of land within tho bolt that 
might prove to be valueless, and to supply 
any deficiency caused by tho international j 
boundury falling within the line of tho 
belt, and all tho letter of tho agent dealt 
with was tire land within the belt and 
a quantity tp be made up from 
other sources. The Dominion government 
had been requested to define tho "lands 
that might bo deomod valueless for agri- 
cultural or economic purposes, not to do- 
fine alternate blocks, and how it was that 
the loader of tho opposition had never 
BUggeated that the Dominion governmont 
were not entitled to the whole of tho 40- 
milo bolt — if he had then thought so — was 
more than ho could understand. There 
was no doubt that the language of tho set- 
tlement bill of 1880 differed from that of 
1384, but tho effect wa? tho same because 
a similar extent of public land had been 
convoyed (the 40-mile belt) in both in- 
stances. 'J he reaBon for changing the 
language was in order to make more cer- 
tain that which was already apparent — 
simply expressing in certain and specific 
language that which was obviously under- 
stood at tho time. He would ask if tho 
mattor had been explained by Mr. Beaven 
as that honorable gentleman claimed it 
had, would not every honorable member 
havo risen and said that the houso was not 
callod upon to grant the wholo of tho belt 
and would iut do so I The remark would 
certainly havo provoked a most vigorous 
opposition. ' The act of 1881 had set apart 
alternate blocks, but the other blocks 
were to defray the money grant of $25,- 
000,000; and if such were not tho caso, 
how, he asked, did honorable* members 
suppose that tho grant hnd beon repaid? 
In the session of '79 tho Dominion gov 
eminent hud appropriated 100,000,000 
acres of land in Manitoba and tho North- 
west territories. Twenty-five ' millions 
of those acres had beon de- 
voted to railway purposes, but what 
had been done with the vent? The rest had 
gone to defray tho cost of additional taxa- 
tion upon the older provinces, so that the 
sale of the lands would defray tho cost of 
every dollar expended on tho construction 
of tho railway. He hiul not tho slightest 
doubt that if tho honorable gentleman, at 
the time the second settlement bill had 
passed, had brought up the question he 
would have received u similar answer to tho 
one now made him, The matter had boon 
gone into at the time and Sir Alexander 
Campbell had mentioned that tho wholo of 
tbo laud had beon appropriated by the Do- 
minion government and to his (the speak- 
er's) mind thero was no doubt about it. 
Ho trusted the leader of tho opposition 
would not think he had spoken at all uu- 
kindly when he had said he thought his 
memory was defect! ye in this respect aud 
that tho honorable gentleman would per- 
fectly understand that his candor had not 
been called into question at all.

THE fiOVEKNOIt-GENEKAlYS 
SPEECH. 

Full Text of the Document' 

Ottawa, Feb. 25. — Tho Dominion par- 
liament was formally opened this after- 
noon by Governor-Goneral Lausdowne in 
the presence of an immense number of 
spectators. Unusual interest uttaohea to 
the present session, aud in addition to tho 
members there are many visitors in the 
city. His excellency left government 
house at 2:45, escorted by cavalry, and as 
ho entered tho parliament buildings the 
guard of honor from the G.G.F.G. pre- 
sented arms, while tho Ottawa field 
battory tired tho vice regal salute. 

The members of tho houso of commons 
woro summoned to the bar of tht> senato, 
.aud after thoy had boon, drawn up at that 
important point tho speech from tho 
throne was delivorod. Tt deuls largely 
with northwest matters. The country is 
congratulated on tho fact that peace and 
order have beon restored and now prevail 
throughout tho territories. Intimations of 
further trouble have not beon wanting, 
and the government t'> allay any tondoncy 
to panic through the fear of a recurrence 
of disorders, havo resolved upon making 
precautionary arrangenionts such us will 
ensure to the people now in tho northwest 
and to those who des'ro to settle there, 
effective protection against disturbers. 

Demands have been made for a simple 
and comprehensive system of government 
in the northwest. His excelloncy an- 
nounced the intention of the government 
to submit such a measure. 

The expediency of improving the judi- 
ciary system of the northwest has been 
brought hoforo tho government during the 
recass and his excelloncy informs parlia- 
ment that a measure for that purpose will 
be introduced by the government. 

The census of the northwest having 
been taken the next thing to follow is 
representation of the people in parlia- 
ment. A measure for that purpose will bo 
introduced. 

Besides thoso measures of great tniprr- 
tanco the north-west, other measures are 
announced, such as a bill for the comple- 
tion of the consolidation of tho statutes 
begun last session. 

Bill providing for a better system of 
governmental and departmental printing, 
with bills for the administration of tho 
rights of tho crown in the inshores of 
Canada. 

For tho better modern trial of claims 
against the crown. 

For tho formation of poet otVioo savings 
banks in British Columbia aud northwest, 
aud for expediting tho issue of patents for 
Indian lauds. 

Reference is made to the need of 
amendments to the Chinese immigration 
act. 

His excollency referred to tha fisheries 
question, and intimated that parliament 
will be asked, in tho event of the failure 
of negotiations, to make provision for tho 
protection of our fisheries by the exten- 
sion of our present marine force. 

Among the subjects for congratulation, 
Iub excellency refars to the completion of 
the Canadian Paoitio railway, an event the 
importance of which to the empire has 
been fully recognized by tho Queen. The 
announcement made by the railway com- 
pany that tho road will be open for pas- 
senger and freight U-aflic from end to end 
boforo July next ;j mentioned. 

Tho country is congrntula'od upon tho 
satisfactory harvest of last autumn, and 
upon tho substantial progress Canada has 
made since parliament last met. 

Rogrot is oxprosaod that though the re- 
ceipts have fully equalled tho estimates 
the outbreak in the northwest has largely 
added to the expenditure. 

IN THE COMMONS, 

after tho speech the new members were 
introduced and a few formal motions 
made. 

After tho roading of tho speech both 
houses adjourned till Monday. 

The ball at government houso to-night 
was tho most brilliant ever hold here. 
There was a very largo attendance.

.4 PLUCKY PRESIDENT. 

Mr. Cleveland i\nd the U. S. senate are 
at variance. Tho president beiug demo- 
cratic and tho senate republican au issue 
was scarcely avoidable. During tho reeoss 
the president oxorcisod, what he claims is 
his prerogative, atid removed public 
officials without assigning a cause. When 
tho senate met thoy challenged the right 
of the president to remove or appoint 
officials except upon the confirmation of 
the president. The president resisted this 
contention and on Monday sent a message 
to the Eenato which, for boldness ar.d 
originality, excels any State papor we have 
read for a long time. The senato had 
made a demand for certain papers and 
and documents that bear upon removals 
and appointments. The attorney-general 
refused compliance in a vein that ruffled 
the dignity of the senators, who thereupon 
renewed their demand. The president 
responded with the message. He says that 
the reply of tho attorney- general was 
written at his suggestion and dictation 
and then proceeds to call in question the 
power of the senate and to assert hia 
supreme authority in tho following torse 
and decided language: "While, therefore, 
I am constrained to deny tho right of the 
senato to the papers and doouments des- 
cribed, so far aa a right to the same is 
baasd upon tho claim that they are in any 
view of the subject official, I am also led 
unequivocally to dispute the right of tho 
senate, by nil! of any documents whatever, 
or in any way savo through tho judicial 
process of trial on impeachment, to review 
or revise an act of the executive in the 
suspension during a recess of tho senato of 
federal officials. I believe thfrt tho power 
to remove or suspend such officials is 
vested in tho president alono by the con- 
stitution, which in express terms provides 
that "the executive powor shall bo vested 
in a president of the United StateB of 
America," and that "he shall take care 
that the laws bo faithfully exocuted." Tho 
senate belongs to the legislative branch of 
the government. When tho constitution 
by express provision superadded to its 
legislative duties the right to advise and 
consent to appointments to office, and to 
ait aa a court of impoachment,it conferred 
upon that body all tho control and regula- 
tion of executive action supposed to be 
necessary for the safety of tho people; and 
this express and special grant of such ex- 
traordinary powers, not in any way related 
to or growing out qf general senatorial 
duty, and in itself a departuro from tho 
general plan of our government, 
should be held under a familiar maxim of 
construction to exclude every other right of 
interference with the executive functions." 
Grover Cloveland has gone further than 
Andrew Johnson, who tried to bully the 
senate and tho quarrel ended in the sen- 
ate impeaching Johnson and upsetting 
his appointments. Mr. Cleveland pro- 
ceeds to quote from a law of 18G7, regu- 
lating removals and appointments, and 
shows that after General Grant became 
president the law was repoaled and is not 
now its force. In conclusion the president 
pithily aays: 

"The pledges I have made to the peo- 
ple, and to them I am responsible for tho 
manner in which they have redeemed. I 
am not responsible to the senate, and I 
am unwilling to submit my actions and 
official conduct to them for judgment. 
There are no grouudi Cut aii allegation 
that a fear of being found false to my pro- 
fession influences me in declining to sub- 
rait to the demands of the sonate. I have 
not constantly refused to suspend officials 
and thus incurred the displeasure of poli- 
tical friends, and yet wilfully broken faith 
with the people for the sake of being false 
to them. Neither tho discontont of party 
friends nor the allurements constantly of- 
fored of confirmations of appointees upon 
the avowal that suspensions have been 
made on purty grounds alone, nor the 
threat proposed in the resolutions now bo- 
ford the senato that no confirmations will 
bo made urilea3 the demands of that body 
bo complied with, aro sufficient to dis- 
courago or doter me from following in the 
way which I am convinced leadB to better 
government of the people." 

What will be the upshot of tho matter 
it is impossible to say; but if Mr. Cleve- 
land's argument is correot the senate will 
have to retire from the position it has as- 
sumed and allow tho president to have 
his "own sweet will " 



THE VOICE FROM SLEET Y HOL- 
LOW. 

On Tuesday we referred to our sleepy- 
headed morning contemporary as a local 
Rip Van Winkle, who, having laid down 
three yearB ago when in opposition, awoke 
on Monday from hia long slumber and, be- 
fore he had had time <to see the vast im- 
provement that had taken place in the in- 
terval proceeded to characterize the mem- 
bers of tho government as extravagant 
and incapable. Yesterday our contem- 
porary replied in the vein of his more 
vindictive but quite hs harmless ovening 
co-worker in the field of iniquity and mis 
quoted faota and figures for the benefit of 
his readers. He contended that the late 
ailminiatration were altogether lovely and 
that all thoir acta savorod of righteousness 
and square-dealing; that their policy was 
the best for the country and thbt in place 
of a deficit thoy always showed a surplus. 
By what rule he has arrived at theso con- 
clusions is not altogether clear. We once 
knew a run on a Victoria bank that waa 
caused by a printer transposing tho financial 
statement;— he placed the assets under the 
hood of liabilities and vice verm. The 
mlarmed public hud presented to thein tho 
next morning the astounding statement that 
the bank was in debt some $1,000,000 
whon, in. reality, it was thut amount ahead 
of tho sheriff. We have more than a sus- 
picion that the Standard's article was 
written upon the same basis. Tho amount 
the province owed in 1883 (which 
was large) was declared to be 
an asset, whilo the revenue (which was 
small) was declared a liability! It is noto- 
rious that on several occasions the prosent 
leader of the opposition solemnly declared 
in tho house and on the platform that tho 
money at that date expended in drydock 
construction was n cash asset! Jlut when 
challenged to produce tho "cash," ho was 
worse oil' than Moses in the Vicar of Wake- 
field — he had not dven a "pair ol green 
spectacles" to show for the money. The 
Standard must not imagine that its readers 
aro as sleepy-bonded as itself. If 
ho were addressing a collection 
of Egyptian mummies he might possibly 
induce them to 3wallow his logic and 
figureB without a murmur; but when he 
spreads hia arguments before living, 
breathing anatomies he must not find 
fault if he is thoroughly disbelieved and 
discredited. What could be more stupid 
than his statement that the Heaven gov- 



eminent expended proportionately more 
in roads and bridges than tho Smitho gov- 
ernment. He says that in threo yeurs 
the Smitho government only expended 
§460,000 on public works. Would he be 
surprised to learn that in one year (1885) 
the present government expended on 
those objects more than $300, 000, 
while in 1882 — the last year of the 
Beaven stagnation government, there were 
expended only §70,000, and they lefL office 
owing §09,000. Here are tho figures of 
expenditure from the supply bills: 

Smltliu government— 18S5 S3(H,:100 

Beaven government — 188S 7U,'250 

Excess in favor o( the Smitho gov't $ 223,110 

At any other time it would be a waste 
of time, space and breath to argue with 
papers that falsify the record as persist- 
ently aa tho opposition press; but when 
facts and figures are all against them au 
occasional reminder of their dishonesty 
is not unprofitable. 



A "DEVIL'S" MISTAKE. 

Yesterday a funny thing occurred. An 
artiole from a rabid grit papor which had 
been on the editorial file for nearly a 
month got into tho editorial column of this 
papor instead of into the waste basket. It 
expressed views so entirely at variance with 
the policy of The Colonist that tho mistake 
was readily detected and raised a laugh at 
the expense of this journal, and the 
"devil" who, wanting copy, seized the 
first thing that came to his hand and hung 
it on the copy-hook. 



YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 

Pari ia men Jury Proceed I Hgs— 
The Irish Question. 



ENGLAND. 

London, March :j. — Tho News cf Ihia 
morning, referring to Lord Churchill's 
letter, admits it would bo difficult legally 
to prove assertions made by the Nowa 
yesterday, but aays it is significant that 
the Irish members supported the conser- 
vatives in election and in tho division on 
the Medical Relief bill, and that the con- 
ference botwoen Mr. Flenly and Lord 
Randolph Churchill resulted in tho Par- 
nellitos leaving the house to avoid oppos- 
ing tho conservatives. Lord Randolph, 
the News adds, refers to an old speech, 
but makes no reforence to his utterances 
since that speech was delivered. It i3 im- 
possible to know which sido to believe. 

As a result of the conference between 
conservative leaders, the Right Hon. 
Hugh Holmes, latu attorney-general for 
Ireland, will move in tho house of com- 
mons to-nsorrew that tho house is un- 
willing to vote the estimates for the civil 
sorvice in Ireland before the government 
announces its measures for the restora- 
tion of social order in Ireland. 

The Paruellites occupied five hours of 
the time of the house of commons last 
night with a question regarding the Bel- 
fast elections raised on a private bill 
dealing with drainage in Belfast. Sir 
Win. Hdreourt, chancellor of the e,\- 
cneqer, deprecated raising of queetioni 
of public policy for private bills. He 
atrongly urged that domestic affairs could 
be settled much better in Ireland thun in 
the 1ioub9 of commons. Ultimately the 
previous question was voted down by 'J00 
to 34. 

Tho house agreed to Mr. Bradlaugh's 
motion that a government bureau be es- 
tablished similar to that in the Tinted 
States for labor statistics. 

EUROPEAN GOSSIP. 

Intensely cold weather with heavy snow 
prevails throughout Europe. 

In Berlin a cabman wa3 found frozen to 
death on his vohicle. 

Tho Japanese government has engaged 
Herr Bookman, a German architect, to 
construct a palace, parliament buildings, 
government otlicos and law courta in tho 
city of Yeddo. 

The Turkish government expenditures 
for armaments to date is ten million dol- 
lars; Greece's expenditures amount to 
eight million dollars . 

Burns, Hyndman, Williams and Cham- 
pion, the socialist leaders, wore committed 
for trial on the charge of inciting to riot. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, March k 2. — At a meeting of tho 
cabinet to-day M. Snrien, minister of tho 
interior, announced that the Decapeville 
company had ignored the advice of the gov- 
ernment to be prudent and conciliator, in 
dealing with strikers, and that therefore 
whilo taking precautions to preserve public 
order, the government could not assume 
rosponaibility for the result. 

Pasteur hopes to be able to treat diphthe- 
ria and other diseases in a manner similar 
to that of his treatment of rabies. 

Louise Michel lectured in a theatre in 
Nantes last night before an audience of live 
tbousaud persons. At tho conclusion of 
her lecture a man ascended the platform 
and acoused Louise Michel of being a luke- 
warm socialist. A fight then ensued be- 
tween workmen and anarchists present, but 
the latter finally fled. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, March 3. — Tho steamer Gallia 
reached here this morniug. Among her 
passuiigers was Right Rev. Dr. Elder, who 
brought the Pallium from Pope Leo to 
Archbishop Corrigau.

There ia an im- 
perative necessity for the establishment 
of a British unionist party, which would 
unito what was best in all parties and 
creeds. 

The Marquis of Salisbury, speaking at 
a conservative banquet at the Crystal 
Palace to-night, dei\ied the assertion of 
Sir Henry James that he over encouraged 
"Homo Rule" delusion in the alightost 
manner. Ho warnod the country that tho 
hasty adoption of land purchase measures 
for Ireland would drive away tho wealthy 
and leave the ignorant under tho rulo of a 
not ovorwiao hierarchy. Whilo all the 
money now invested would virtually bo 
lost. Lord Salisbury bitterly condemned 
the liberate for deserting the conservatives 
on tho eido issue, thus avoiding tho neces- 
sity to formulate an Irish policy. 

London, March 3.— The Prince of 
Wales, as grand muster of British freo 
iimso'.ih, has withdrawn the patent of ap- 
pointment from tho representative grand 
lodge of England to tho grand lodgo of 
Illinois, the latter having soverod frater- 
nal relations with tho English lodge of 
Montreal

— Tho striko of 
employees of Dry Dock streot railway 
linos continues, and travellers by tho 
Grand streot ferrys aro put to muc!i in- 
convenience thereby. Tho company iB 
willing to allow 12 hours to constitute a 
clay's work, including one hour for meals. 
All employoes who work more than 12 
hours are to receivo e^tru pay. 

Chicago, March- 3. — Transcontinental 
froight rates fell down to 37£ cents on all 
classes to-day, whore tho former rate on 
first class was 50. Tho canned fruit trade 
is in groat excitement at this remarkable 
cut. It is said Chicago jobbors of grocer- 
ies have ordered immense lota to be ship- 
ped on the 371 cent rate and market 
prices for canned fruit will undergo a de- 
cided reduction.

He Dislikes Mrs. Uniuasoii 



And Claims that God Took 
Away Her Voice ia Answer 
to His Prayers. 



Last Sunday the Rev. George H. Leo, 
pastor of Plymouth Congregational 
church, who recently accepted a call to 
go to Corvallia, preached hia farewell ser- 
mon to a small audience. A large part of 
his congregation were so shocked at an 
utterance on tho previous Sunday that 
nothing would induce them to listen to 
him from tho pulpit again.

also sayeth the law. And if they will 
learn anything, let them ask thoir hus- 
bands at homo; for it is a shame for wo- 
men to speak in the churches." It will 
bo romombered that when Mrs. Hamp- 
son concluded her labors hero ahe wua 
literally tirod out in body, and her voice, 
from constant uae, wore down to a 
whisper. All alio neodod waa a aeaBon of 
rest, and this she took. In Loo's sermon 
Sunday before laat ho contrasted tho 
work of Dr. L. VV. Munhall with that of 
Mrs. Hampson, much to the disparage- 
ment of tho latter, and concluded by say- 
ing in tones that could be utterod only by 
a man wrapped up in his own aelf- 
righteousneaa and aelf-concoit : "I* prayed 
Clod to tako away her voice;" thon, drop- 
ping suddenly ou hia knoes in tho moat 
theatrical manner and raising his arms 
heavenward, acreeched, "And thank God, 
my prayer haa been answered." A prom- 
inent member of his congregation re- 
marked yesterday: "Leo is a smart young 
man, well educated, earnest in hia work, 
and he tries hard to be a Christian, but 
he does not belong to this age and genera- 
tion. Ho ought to have been born 1,000 
years ago." — Oreyonian.

SUICIDE OF THOS. OWEN. 

Verdict of Death by His Own 
Hunt! — A Pioneer. 



An inquest was held by Coroner Chipp 
and a jury on the body of Thos. Owen, 
the man found with his throat out near 
cabin on Tuesduy night. After hearing 
the evidence' Biibmitted the jury returned 
a verdict of death by liia own hand while 
in a fit of temporary insanity. 

The deceased came to thia country in 
January, 1803, in tho Robt. E. L owe, 
from Caerniarthon, Wales, and imniodiato- 
ly wont to theCariboo mines, where ho was 
successful as a miner, the "Tom and 
Jerry" olaim on Mosquito creek being 
named after deceased and Jerry Griffiths, 
at present wharfinger on the H. B. Co.'s 
wharf. Ho was taken ill in the fall of 
1869, and was sent to Victoria by his 
brother miners. He mined in Cassiar in 
1874 5, and his last mining operations 
were at Lome creek, whore like many 
others ho was unsuccessful. For years 
he had been stevedore for K. Brodrick 
and was acting in that capacity lately. 

It is understood that a few weeks ago 
he received bad news from home, which 
made him very despondent. Several 
days ago he procured a sleeping draught 
from T. Shotbolt, as he oomplain«d of 
being unable to sleep. It is thought tnst 
the troubles preying on his mind caused 
him to commit the mail act which placed 
him with the large majority, 

Deceased has many mining friends in 
the city, and they have generously decid- 
ed to take charge of tho remains and give 
them docont interment. He formerly bo- 
longed to the lodge of Foresters, but al- 
lowed his membership to lapse.

Coun. Grant, in seconding the motion, 
referred to the necessity of moving in the 
matter of establishing industries and 
thoroughly endorsed the sentiments of 
Coun. Robertson. 

Coun. Humbor opposod tho granting of 
the people's money to such an ond, and 
thought thoy would get the mill when 
they could procure tho wheat. 

Couu. Higgins also favored the grant- 
ing of bonuses to industries and by doing 
this Victoria would bo by tho addition of 
manufactures enabled to hold her prestige 
ar the leading centre of the province. Ho 
heartily supported the report. 

The motion carried. 

On the suggestion of Coun. Grant,

Mr. Grant remembered that something 
was said about, it uud quoted from tho 
Standard of Friday, December 14, '83, and 
when he had finished he was reminded by 
members of tho government that he was 
reading an item in reference to the island 
railway. . 

Mr. Beaven said it was posniblo the de- 
fective memory was ou the other side, for 
he had a destinct recollection of having 
called the government's attention to tho 
matter. In 1880 the scheme the Domin- 
ion government had in building the rail- 
way was to appropriate 100,000,000 acres 
of land, but that was not the scheme in 
operation in 1883 whon the second settle- 
ment act was passed; tho late Walkeiu 
government uaed the exact words of tho 
terms of union, and the departuro from 
from tho exact terms in tho second bill 
had been what ho hud pointed out at the 
time, and the change then made had 
altered entirely the position of British Co- 
lumbia in the mutter, inasmuch as tho 
latter had sacrificed the remaining half of 
tho mainland railway belt. Whatover 
doubt thoro may have been in tho past ho 
did not think there would ho any in tho 
futuro as to'tho position he took upon the 
subject. The terms of tho previous settle- 
ment bills wore immaterial excopt so far 
as thoy affected tho final ona, and any 
action of the government that had been 
taken under them was obsolete. 

Hon. Mr. Davio — I would liko to ask 
tho honorable gentleman how the order in 
council of 1S7S appropriating the lands to 
tho Dominion government— not to the 
company— could he obsolete / 

Mr. Beaven— It was superseded by the 
act of 1881. 

Attorney-general — Nothing of the kind. 
Hon. Mr. Smithe said it appeared that 
after all the explanation that had been 
given thoro were minds that wore not yet 
cloar on tho subject. The late govern- 
ment had never been prepared to deal 
definitely with any matter thoy took in 
hand, thoir language and their policy be- 
ing alike, evasive and unsatisfactory, and 
thoy had always been afraid to take any 
decided action. The tonus of union re- 
quire that the Dominion government — 
not the Dominion parliament — shall ap- 
propriate certain lands in the northwest 
before they wero entitled to any of tho 
lands in British Columbia, and no action 
of the parliament without actual reference 
to the order in council could superseds 
that ordor, it being necessary to pass an- 
other order rescinding the former one in 
tho usual way. When Sir Alex. Camp- 
bell was li'tre he hod represented that tho 
ambiguity of tho phrase siiould be cleared 
up, and it was with this end in view that 
the wording of the clause had differed 
from that of the similar clause in the pre- 
ceding settlement bill. There was nothing 
iu the quotation from the Standard, road 
by Mr. Grant, showing that the loader of 
tho opposition thought the Dominion gov- 
ernment wero getting a full belt of rail- 
way land whon they were only ontitled to 
alternate sections. Tho leader of the op- 
position had never, in spite of his asser- 
tion, referred to the objection which he 
now raised in regard to tlio right of the 
Dominion to alternate sections only. 
Ho did not think the resolution 
should be passed as at prosont 
worded because it implied the 
right of tho Dominion to survey land ex- 
clusively of co-operativo action on tha 
part of the province. It was, however, 
most desirable that the limits of tho belt 
should be al once defined, and if amended 
to meet his object ion ho weuld support 
the resolution . 

Mr, Orr was willing, with the seconder's 
permission, to insert the words "in con- 
junction with the provincial government." 

Mr. Galbraith said it was plain that 
tho government were trying to explain 
away tho blunder they had committed 
when altering tho tonus of union with re- 
gard to the railway lands when drawiug 
un tho settlement bill. 

Mr. Dunsmuir thought the provincial 
government had sold the belt well; they 
wore getting SlOO.OOO'annually for it, and 
ho failed to sue that the settlement bill of 
1884'changed the terms at all. The twenty- 
milo belt belonged to the Dominion gov- 
ernment, and ho thought if they would 
only admit it overy member know such to 
bo tho fact. 

Mr. T, Davio said that for hia part he 
did not intend to voto on tho resolution 
until ho fully understood the subject 
under debate. Tho loader of the govern- 
ment and the leader of the opposition 
both claimed to understand tho question 
and arrived at theao conclusions, that the 
province had no interest in any of the 
lands'from wholly inconsistent roaBons, 
the government holding that the whole of 
tho lands had passed in 1878 by virtue of 
tho Dominion government having then 
sot apart all the lands in the northwest 
territory and Manitoba, the leador of the 
opposition contending that the right to 
alternate sections had existed until 1884, 
when it was surrendered by tho province, 
under the settlement act. Both views 
could not bo right, possibly both might 
be wrong. Probably the government 
view was the correct one; he required op- 
portunity to look into it, but without 
question the opposition contention was 
wholly wrong. Anyone who would read 
s. s. A and clause 2 of tho settlement act 
of 1884 could see that the location, only, 
of the land was changed, the quantity 
remaining tho same ub under the act of 
1880, and no other view of the effect of 
the settlement act had over occurred to 
the opposition until this session, or if it 
had they had never mentioned it. ThiB, 
the reports in tho papers, would prove. 
The quotation from tho Standard roferred 
to by tho member for Cassiar, was only as 
to the Peace river lands and the Island 
railway. If tho leader of the opposition 
had made any such point he would have 
followed it up and shown tho country 
that from his view tho government woro 
making n fatal mistako in granting twice 
as much land as woa necessary. It would 
have been a supreme opportunity t*. un- 
seat tho government, and had suoh a 
chance presented itself the honorable 
gentleman would havo taken ovory ad- 
vantage of it; instead of which the hon- 
orable member for Cassiar could only say 
ho "thought he had some indistinct recol- 
lection that something had boon laid 
about it" at the time of tho settlement 
act, but there was nothing adduced to 
show that the point had boon bo much as 
roferred to prove it. Until further time 
was given to consider the question and 
every document placed before them, ho 
did not think the matter should bo dealt 
with, and thoroforo would movo the ad- 
journment of the debate, 
This was not accondod. 
Hon. Mr. Robson said he only wishod 
to add his quota to tho overwhelming evi- 
dence against the leader of tho opposition 
having reforred to thiB matter threo years 
ago. He had a good memory and his 
recollection did not carry any such re- 
marks with it. Aside from that, the 
phase put on it by the honorable member 
for Victoria city was conclusive evidence 



•gainst it, for if he had such a point to 
work against the government at that timo 
he would have made every effort to .harrass 
and defeat them and would nave made the 
walls of the house and the whole country 
ring with his eloquence against this gov- 
ernment gi viuir away twice as much land 
as they were called upon to do. If a jury 
wero to sit on this matter he felt sure that 
they would bring in the honorablo leador 
of the opposition guilty of. advancing a 
claim unaustained by facts. Ho did not 
bolieve that the honorable gentleman 
made the present assertions willfully, but 
that his memory was wrong. The mem- 
bers of the opposition wished to make the 
country believe that tho government had 
made a fatal mistake, and it was no uso to 
try and convince them against thoir will 
for it was an old saying that "convince a 
man against his will and he would be of 
the same opinion still." If the Dominion 
government changed tho basis from part 
iatid and part money to all money tho 
province would havo got offscot free and 
would not havo been required to give an 
acre of land. The whole line of tho loader 
of tho opposition's arguments was prepos- 
terous, for if the Dominion government I 
changed thoir basis thoy would have for- 
feited their land grant in the province. 
Tho action of tho Dominion government 
did not at all altorthe terms of union. The 
wording of the settlement bill did not 
change tho intent of the terms ot union. 
A great number of absurd statements had 
been made of tho amount of land in the 
railway holt, but ho thought 12,000,000 
acres would, in round figures, clear tho 
number. This was not a largo amount | That tho Mutual Life Insurance coin- 
considering tho circumstances, and only a | pany of New York, total assets over 
fair contribution of the province toward 1 $105,000,000, has now made a deposit in 
the building of the road.

AX EABLV APPEAL TO THE 
COUNTRY. 

The Pope Addresses the Card- 
inals, 

London, March 2. — Lord Randolph 
Churchill has written a letter to the 
Daily News describing a statement in 
a leading article in that paper to-day 
to the effect that lie, Lord Carnarvon 
and Lord Ashbourne had prepared a 
scheme of homo rule for Ireland, as a 
falsehood. He says: "I have never de- 
parted from the opinions expressed in 
my speech at Edinburgh on December 
20th, 1883. It is absolutely false to 
say that Lord Salisbury's government 
over wavered in its resolute hositility 
to a repeal of the Union, or anything 
approaching a repeal." In conclusion, 
he says, "Without, of course, expecting 
the Daily News to apologize, I trust 
that it will cease to propagate a cal- 
umnious libel." 

In the Bpeech referred to, Lord Ran- 
dolph said that the Tories would not 
yield an inch ou home rule and would 
not make any further concession to Mr 
Parnell either on the land franchise or 
the local government question. He ad- 
vocated an advance of public money on 
the easiest terms to develop to the ut- 
most canals and public works. "Eng- 
land," he added, "owes Ireland repara- 
tion. Money cures most injuries, how- 
ever deep, but the Irish yells of "Re- 
peal!" must be answered with an un- 
changeable and unanimous "No!" 

The woman known as "Fanny" who 
was mentioned in connection with the 
Crawford Dilke divorce case and who 
disappeared when th8 suit waa up for 
hearing, it is learned, is aboard the 
mail boat now half way to Australia. 
The Nsws congratulates the colouy 
upon its latest acquisition. 

The Government to-day indicated, 
through a ministerial utterance, that 
they expect soon to appeal to the coun- 
try on the Irish question. The utter 
ance was tuado by Morloy, Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, in address at a confer- 
ence of Liberal delegates held to-day. 
Morley was discussing the Irish situa- 
tion. He denounced Lord Randolph 
Churchill's recent flagitious attempt to 
stir up civil war in Ulster, and urged 
the Liberals to do their utmost to place 
their party in a state of [complete pre- 
servation for a general election, "for,'' 
said the speaker, "the Government is 
now face to face with the Irish difficul- 
ty, and will probably be compcl'.c* to 
make an early appeal to the country." 

Rome, March 2. — Pope Leo XIII 
celebrated the 75th anniversary of his 
birth to day and the eighth anniversary 
of his coronation, which falls to-mor- 
row, by an address to the members of 
the sacred college. In this His Holi- 
ness eulogized the union existing 
among the Cardinals, and urged con- 
cord among Catholics against those 
seeking to corrupt and weaken the au- 
thority of the church. He deplored the 
condition of the Holy See as unworthy 
of the head of the church, and incom- 
patible with his independence. 

Cardinal Angelo Jacoboni is dead. 
He was born at Gensono, April 25, 
1825, and was created a Cardinal on 
March 27, 1882. 

His Holiness spoke with much sever- 
ity concerning the attempt to connect 
the Vatican with the crime of furnish- 
ing the foreign enemies of Italy with 
seeret information about its military 
defences, as waa done recently in the 
case of the man on trial on a charge of 
having sold such information to a for- 
eign power, During this trial the pro- 
secution read what purported to be a 
letter from Vienna, in which the writer 
whose name was withheld, imputed the 
prisoner's act to inspiration from the 
Vatican, which was accused of having 
the purpose to undermine and destroy 
the present kingdom of Italy. His 
Holiness repelled this imputation with 
indignation, and condemned the im- 
punity with which vulgar malignity of 
this kind has been employed to excite 
against the Vatican the hatred of the 
multitude. 

Dublin, March 2. — The regular 
fortnightly meeting of the Irish Na- 
tional league was held to-day. Michael 
Davitt presided. 'The receipts since the 
last meeting were announced to be 
$30,000. Mr. Davitt denied that out- 
rages were of frequent occurrence in 
Ireland. If any were committed, the 
League was not responsible for them 
He charged the enemies of home rule 
with conspiracy to injure the League 
and declared that the socalled out- 
rages were inventions of their malice. 
He urged that the record of evictions 
be published weekly. 

Vienna, March 2.-'A. treaty of 
peace between Servia and Bulgaria 
was signed ut Bucharest to-day. 

Paris, March 2. — An attempt was 
made last night to assassinate Dr. 
Blowitz, the Paris correspondent of 
the London Times. As the doctor was 
ascending the stairs of his house, a shot 
was iired at him by some unknown per- 
son. The bullet missed him, struck the 
wall in front of him and fell flattened 
at his feet. No clue to the . would be 
ussassin has yet been discovered.
